VELBERT (GERMANY) LOCK INDUSTRY. 


The British Vice-Consul at Essen reports that 
conditions at Velbert, a centre of the lock industry 
south of Essen, continue depressed, and an average 
of no more than three days per week is being 
worked. Lack of sales, tightness of money and 
credit, and high rates of interest are stated to be 
among the chief causes, 

Export business with Seandinavia has tor some 
time been at a standstill, and high Customs tarifts 
are hindering export to Italy, Spain, and the 
United States, while complaint is made of increas- 
ingly keen foreign competition, including Italian. 
Shipments at present are being made chiefly to 
Central and South America, Dutch East Indies, 
and China. 

H.M. Consul-General at Cologne adds that the 
above report is in marked contrast to the situation 
reported in March last, when unemployment in 
Velbert was practically nzl and orders for export 
were increasing. The export trade was at that time 
absorbing 75 to 80 per cent. of the output. 





BULGARIAN LAW ON BILLS AND BANK 
NOTE DEALINGS.

RECOVERY IN STATE FINANCES. 


‘‘The improvement in the Austrian State 
finances during 1923,’’ writes Mr. O. S. Phillpotts, 
O.B.E., British Commercial Secretary in Vienna, 
‘‘ has surpassed all expectations, and even the 
pessimists can only object that it is too good to 
last. This great experiment of the League of 
Nations financial control has been so successful 
that it is already being imitated.”’ 

The genesis and nature of the League of Nations 
scheme for the reconstruction of Austria was dealt 
with at some length in Mr. Phillpotts’ Report of 


last year (‘‘ Board of ‘Trade Journal,’’ 27th 
September). It is_ sufficient to note here 
that the scheme, which was agreed to by 
the Austrian Government, is based on an 
outside financial control and a definite  pro- 


gramme of higher taxation and lower expendi- 
ture, so that a permanent equilibrium in the State 
finances should be reached by the end of 1924. 
Meanwhile, the diminishing deficits are to be 
covered month by month out of the proceeds of the 
loans guaranteed by a number of foreign States 
and secured on certain Austrian sources of revenue. 
Dr. Zimmermann, formerly Mayor of Rotterdam, 
was appointed to be High Commissioner of the 
League of Nations at the end of 1922, and since 
then has watched over the execution of the scheme 
and controlled the expenditure of the loans; he has 
obtained the assistance of several foreign experts 
to advise him on particular matters. These include 
the British expert, Sir William Acworth, and a 
Swiss engineer for the railways; M. Schnyder, a 
Swiss banker, for the National Bank; a French 
engineer for the salt mines; and an Italian expert 
for the tobacco monopoly. 

The general economy of the country has not made 
such favourable progress as the State finances. 
Owing chiefly to inflation of credit during a Stock 
Exchange boom in 1923, and to losses on speculation 
in French frances, a rather severe financial crisis 
began in the spring of this year, accompanied by 
commercial stagnation and a number of failures. 
On the other hand, there has been a reduction in 
the number of unemployed as compared with a year 


ago. 
The political conditions, both foreign and 
domestic, have been on the whole favourable. 


Austria is on excellent terms with all her neigh- 
bours. The civil commotions to which party strife 
has led in Germany have had no repercussion in 
Austria, just as Austria’s material advance has not 
been disturbed by the economic collapse of her great 
western neighbours. The result of the General 
Elections which took place in October, 1923, ensures 


continuity in the policy of reconstruction. The 
bourgeois Coalition obtained about the same 


majority over the Social Democrats as_ before. 
Consequently, the Ministry resumed oftice with few 
changes, and the Chancellor, the Foreign Minister, 
and the Finance Minister, who were engaged in the 
negotiations with the League of Nations, all con- 
tinue to hold their posts. 


STATE FINANCE. 


The reduction of the State deficit during the 
first year’s working of the Control was much larger 
than was anticipated. The excess of State expendi- 
ture over revenue in September, 1922, was esti- 
mated to be at the rate of about £19,000,000 per 
annum. The deficit allowed for in 1923 under the 


programme agreed upon at the close of 1922 between 
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the Provisional Delegation of the League of Nati

I he High Com- 
missioner fears that these may decline in the near 
‘ture, because taxation may be too high for the 
country to stand, now that there is a financial crisis 
instead of a boom, There has been some difference 
of opinion between the High Commissioner and the 
Austrian Government on this point. Both are now 
»ndeavouring to come to an agreement on a 
“Normal Budget ’’ for 1925, as if was intended 
‘) submit this to the League of Nations at its 
meeting in June, 1924. It was originally planned 
‘that the Budget for 1925 should balance at about 
¢14.600,000 (350,000,000 gold crowns), and, though 
it is realised that expenditure cannot be brought 
down to this level, the League 1s likely to consider 
that considerable reductions of the present scale of 
expenditure can be effected by further economies. 
According to the Geneva plan, the control is to 
lat until a permanent equilibrium between the 
expenditure and revenue in Austria is attained. 
The decision of the League as to the continuance of 
the control will probably depend largely on whether 
it is considered that the amount of Federal taxation 
proposed in the normal Budget is such that can be 
maintained when the high local taxation is taken 
into account. ‘Too much reliance will not be placed 
on the remarkably high revenue from favourable 
results of taxation in 1923, as these were largely 
the effect of exceptional circumstances, and _ par- 
ticularly the Stock Exchange boom described later. 
(Great profits from this were reflected in the high 
taxation returns, and these will certainly be 
reduced by the severe financial crisis which has now 
supervened. The occupation of the Ruhr and the 
economic collapse of Germany in 1923, by practi- 
cally eliminating German competition, certainly 
gave a temporary fillip to Austrian production and 
exports, and so increased revenue in 1923, but this, 
too, will not last. 





Stock ExcHanGe Boom AND SLUMP. 


The past twelve months have been an eventful 
ime on the Vienna Stock Exchange, which has 
retained its position as the chief market for the 
shares of most of the industrial undertakings 
situated in the former Austrian Empire. A remark- 
able rise in quotations, which began in February, 
1823, lasted until towards the end of the year, when 
the general index figure for purely Austrian under- 
takings was at its highest—1,631, as compared with 
) in February; that is to say, the average price 
i shares had more than quadrupled, despite the 
fact that most companies considerably increased 
ther capital during this period. This almost 
unexampled rise in stocks and shares was really a 
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result of the stabilisation of the crown in 1922. The 
first effect of this was the opposite, to depress prices, 
because they no longer rose automatically as the 
crown fell, and one form of simple and profitable 
speculation came to an end. But since the standard. 
of value was fixed the public began to calculate the 
real value of the property which the share capital 
of companies represented, and came to the con- 
clusion that this was much undervalued at the 
current quotation. Hence the boom, in which 
foreign speculators largely participated. All kinds 
of shares rose, except certain mines, but many of 
these have never watered their capital, and have 
stood higher throughout. ‘The shares of the com- 
panies in the other Succession States dealt with on 
the Vienna market also rose, though not to the same 
degree. 

On the top of the great increase in the value of 
the shares already on the market came the issue of 
new shares of a value of nearly £14,000,000 (43 
billion crowns) in 1923 and £6,000,000 (2 billions) 
in the first quarter of 1924. Together the burden 
was too great for the capital of the country to carry; 
the boom was only rendered possible by considerable 
purchases by foreigners and by the credit too lber- 
ally given by the Vienna banks to Austrian specu- 
lators. Towards the end of 1928 the foreigners 
began to realise their profits, and at the same time 
the fall in the Hungarian and Polish currencies 
led to a decline in the quotations for the securities 
of these countries. A general slump began at the 
new year, but many tried to recoup their losses by 
becoming ‘‘ bears ’’’ of frances. In March of this 
year, when the franc suddenly rose, the losses of 
numerous Vienna and other speculators caused a 
severe aggravation of the situation, because large 
numbers of shares had to be thrown on the market, 
and in April and May there was such a serious 
financial crisis that the National Bank and the 
Government had to intervene with large funds to 
support the market, in order to prevent a catas- 
trophe. At the end of May the Austrian securities 
steod on an average about 50 per cent. lower than 
they were at the end of last year; the quotations 
are, however, still about double what they were 
at the beginning of the boom in February, 1928. 
Many of the non-Austrian and ‘‘ mixed ”’ securities 
fell still more sharply, and the average quotation 
of all the securities quoted on the Vienna Bourse 
was at the end of May rather lower than at the 
beginning of 1923. 


Low Cost or LivinGc. 


Austria is one of the few countries with a stable 
currency, where the cost of living in gold, aecording 
to the official statistics, is less than before the war 
(the so-called gold parity). It is, therefore, much 
less than in most Western countries (world parity). 
This, however, only applies to the necessities of life 
in a working man’s family; owing to the high State 
and municipal taxes on luxuries, prices In many 
of the Vienna hotels and most of the shops have 
already passed the ‘‘ world parity,’’ and are dearer 
than in London. The cost of living rose throughout 
1923, with the exception of a fall in June and July; 
in January, 1924, it was 4 per cent. above the 
previous month. Wholesale prices have also risen, 
but less. The following table gives the index 
figures, for the purpose of comparison on a gold 
basis, the pre-war index may be taken at 14,400 :—

The chief cause of the low cost of living index 
lies in the small expenditure on housing. Though 
this now includes repairs, it is only about one- 
twentieth of the pre-war cost; food is still slightly 
dower, the prices of some Austrian foodstuffs are 
kept down by export prohibitions. Cheap clothing 
is considerably dearer than before the war, and 
must be near the world prices. As long, however, 
as the rent is fixed by the authorities—and this 1s 
likely to be so for years—the total cost of living 
here for the working man will be considerably below 
that in Western countries. But prices of com- 
modities here may be expected to continue to rise, 
until sooner or later they reach the ‘‘ world parity,’’ 
perhaps 50 per cent, or more above pre-war prices. 

INTERNATIONAL TRADE. 





The importance of Austria in international 
foreign trade and finance is due to the history and 
position of Vienna, which has been for centuries one 
of the great commercial cities of Europe. The 
apparatus of international trade, in the form of 
warehouses, banks, and railways, and, above all, 
the personnel, in the form of tens of thousands of 
merchants and the middlemen, cannot, it 1s found, 
be easily transferred elsewhere; consequently 
Vienna has lost much less of its business to the 
capitals of the new States than was at one time 
expected in certain quarters. Indeed, in some ways 
the area Vienna serves in this way has actually been 
increased. The transit and entrepdt trade play an 
important role, but a great deal of foreign business 
is done in Vienna in goods which never enter the 
country, even in transit, and therefore do not 
appear in the Austrian trade statistics at all. As 
examples of such transactions in which British trade 
is interested may be mentioned the purchase in 
Vienna of Roumanian, Bosnian, and Croatian 
timber by London firms for export to South America 
and other parts of the world, and the sale in Vienna 
of British yarns and piece-goods, which go direct 
from Lancashire or Yorkshire to Czechoslovakia and 
elsewhere. This intermediate trade, which plays 
an important réle in the Austrian economy, is 
increasing in proportion as the Viennese succeed in 
re-establishing the business connections with former 
enemy and overseas countries which were cut off 
during the war, 

The character of Austrian foreign trade is 
dictated by its geography and natural features. 
Being mountainous, with little agricultural land, 
a large town population, and little mineral wealth, 
it has to import the greater part of its fuel and raw 
materials and a large part of its foodstuffs, par- 
ticularly cereals. As Vienna is the chief shopping 
centre for a considerable part of Europe, there is 
also a substantial import of luxury goods of all 
kinds. In return, Austria exports its two chief 
minerals—magnesite and iron—the wood of its 
forests and paper and wooden goods made there- 
from, and, finally, a large variety of manufactured 
goods, such as machinery, clothing, leather and 
leather goods, cotton yarns, fancy goods, chemicals, 
and matches. Being far from the sea, it cannot 
compete so well in mass production of heavy and 
staple articles as in the specialised finer goods, par- 
ticularly those which give scope for the natural 
artistic taste of the population to express itself. 
Owing to the crisis in Germany, its share in both 
the Austrian imports and exports, particularly the 
former, has decreased. Czechoslovakia is now the 
country exporting most to Austria, and Jugo-Slavia 
that importing most from Austria. The trade with 
France and Italy appears to have been stimulated 
by the conclusion of Commercial Treaties last 
summer, Trade both ways with Switzerland is 
developing. The share of the United Kingdom in 
the imports into Austria was 2°4 per cent. in both 
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1922 and 1923; in the exports from Austria : 
increased from 3°5 per cent to 42 per cent.

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Out of the twelve classes specified above Germany 
and Belgium supplied 88 per cent. in 1913, Belgium 
dominating the imports of iron bars with 98,000 
tons, steel bars with 87,000 tons, and railway 
material with 20,000 tons, and competing on equal 
terms in wire nails; in all the other classes Ger- 
many had a great superiority. In the first seven 
months of 1924 Belgium supplied 131,000 tons out 
of 156,000 tons of iron bars and 36,000 tons out 
of 51,000 tons of steel girders. In 1922—the last 
year for which full country particulars are avail- 
able—Belgium had taken all Germany’s iron 
markets in the United Kingdom except for plates 
of + inch and over, wire, and hollow ware, and 
France also had made some advance. Sweden’s 
supply of 52,000 tons of wrought iron bars in 1913, 
one-fourth of the total imports of iron bars, fell to 
6,600 tons in 1923, and to 6,700 tons in the first 
seven months of 1924. The United States has never 
supplied us, except on special occasions, with large 
quantities of the classes of iron and steel goods at 
present under consideration; it does dominate 
entirely our imports of hoops and strips for tubes 
(but not baling hoops), and is a strong supplier of 
welded tubes, tram rails, wire, wire nails, and bolts 
and nuts,

If we take the classes of bars, shapes, etc., wire 
rods, girders, etc., hoops and strips, plates and 
sheets (not coated), and rails as representing the 
products of the first operations in the rolling mill, 
our exports in 1913 aggregated 1,543,000 tons, 
valued at £13,125,000, or 35 per cent. of the weight 
and 26 per cent. of the value of the total exports 
ef the classes-under consideration; in 1923 they 
agveregvated 1,386,000 tons, valued at £18,154,000, 
or 41:0 per cent. of the weight and 264 per cent. 
of the value. While foreign countries are by far 
our most important customers for pig iron, ferro- 
alloys, and crude steel, the case is different for 
products from bars onwards, the British Empire 
havine taken 574 per cent. by weight in 1915 and 
60°8 per cent. in 1922. For these kinds of goods 
India is our best customer within the Empire, 
taking 384 per cent. by weight of our exports to 
the Empire in 1913 and 40°5 per cent. in 1922; 
Australia took 240 per cent. and 251 per cent. 
in the two years respectively; the Union of South 
Africa, 11°5 and 68; Canada, 69 and 5°3; and New 
Zealand, 6°6 and 5°6 per cent. So far as the exports 
of articles of this class are shown by countries 1n 
the Monthly Trade Accounts, our exports to the 
Union of South Africa were greater in 1925 than 
in 1922 by 65 per cent., to New Zealand by about 
41 per cent., to Australia by about 27 per cent., 
and to British India and the other East Indies by 
about 12 per cent. ; comparing the first seven months 
of 1924 with the same period of 1923, South Africa 
shows an increase of about 40 per cent., New 
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Zealand of 7 per cent., and Canada, which had 
shown little movement in 1923 on 1922, 15 per 
cent., while India showed no change and Australia a 
fall of 15 per cent. The foreign countries outside 
Europe which take most of these classes of goods 
from the United Kingdom are China, Japan, 
Argentina, and Brazil. ‘The largest item-in the 
Chinese market in tinplate, in which we have 
improved our position since 1913. The years 1923 
and 1924 have been characterised, so far as Japan 
is concerned, by a phenomenal importation of 
sheets under 4 inch thick, doubtless for reconstruc- 
tion purposes; here we have slightly improved in 
tinplates, but lost heavily in galvanised sheets. In 
the Argentine we have made a considerable increase 
since 1913 in galvanised sheets and tinplates, but 
in the former there has been some loss in 1924 on 
1923; our market for rails seemed practically lost 
in 1923, with exports of 8,000 tons, against 54,600 
tons in 1913, but the first seven months of 1924 
have seen a recovery to 22,700 tons. Our exports 
of bars and more finished goods to Brazil were about 
108,000 1918 and about 33,000 tons m 
1922, since year there has been little 
recovery.

Except in the case of hardware it is not possible 
to make a satisfactory comparison with 1913. Prior 
to 1920 all cutlery was included under one heading 
by weight, but from that year four classes have 
been shown in ‘* dozens *’ and one by value. From 
1920, also, tools and implements have been recorded 
as to five classes by ‘*‘ number,’’ but three other 
classes, covering from 65 to 70 per cent. of the 
value of imports and exports, are recorded by 
ralue only. 

Our retained imports of hardware were 9,200 
tons in 1913, 4,100 tons in 1920, 4,600 tons in 1922. 
6,800 tons in 1923, and 3,700 tons in the first seven 
months of 1924. Competition from abroad appears 
to be less keen than it was before the war. Our 
exports were 14,700 tons in 1918, 6,760 tons in 
1920, 4,700 tons in 1922, 7,800 tons in 1923, and 
5,000 tons in the first seven months of 1924, of 
which about 1,200 tons went to the Irish Free 
State. This branch of our export trade is scarcely 
in a strong position. 

Our retained imports of cutlery in 1913 were 
about 360 tons, while our exports were 2,500 tons. 
In 1915 they were valued at about £105,000. in 
1920 at £833,000 (owine to the great change in 
values), in 1922 at £456,000. in 1923 at £358,000. 
and in the first seven months of 1924 at £238,000. 
The chief item in the imports is safety razors, which 
formed 66 per cent, in value of the imports in 
1920; the quantity imported fell from 3,940,000 
dozens in that year to 1,797,000 dozens in 1922, 
but the imports of other razors, knives, and scissors 
rose in the same period from 385,000 dozens to 
1,252,000 dozens, and in the latter year they formed 
\7 per cent. of the total value of retained imports 
of cutlery. Later particulars of imports by quantity 
are not yet available. Our chief cutlery export is 
knives, of which we exported 1,194,000 dozens in 
1920 and 610,000 dozens in 1922; our exports of 
safety razors are small compared with the imports, 
but they increased in the two years; exports of other 
razors and scissors fell off heavily in number, but 
scisscrs increased in value. The recorded value 
of our exports in 1920 was £1,897,000 and in 1922 

777,000, knives forming 69 per cent. in both 
vears. In 1925 the value was £961,000, and all 
kinds increased in quantity, knives to 844,000 
dozens. There was a further relative increase in 
the first seven months of 1924 to £537,000. knives 
being 499,000 dozen, but in 1923 and 1924 trade 
with the Jrish Free State has to be taken into

CANADIAN TOBACCO HARVEST. 

This year’s Canadian tobacco crop, states the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, will reach 
39,000,000 Ib., an increase of 9,000,000 lb. over 
the 1923 yield. ‘The outlook is, indeed, the most 
‘vourable for the past five years. | | . 

The area sown this year in Ontario and Quebec 1s 
more than 25,000 acres. The Kelowna district of 
British Columbia is developing into a heavy pro- 
jucing region, and commercial production has also 
been successfully undertaken in the Prairie 
Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, 
where in recent years land settlement has been 
heavy. . . 

With a growing domestic production, Canada 
is rapidly decreasing her imports. In the year 
ended 3ist March last the Dominion bought 
15.941,339 lb. of unmanufactured tobacco, princi- 
ally from the United States, valued at nearly 
£1.433,400, compared with 20,870,509 Ib., worth 
neatly £1.773.500, in 1921.—Canadian Official 
Press Bureau. London.

BOMBAY COST OF LIVING INDEX. 

The Labour Office estimates that in July, 1924, 
the average level of retail prices of all commodities 
taken into account in the statistics of a cost of 
living index for the working classes in Bombay 
was three points above the level of June. ‘Taking 
100 to represent the level in July, 1914, the index 
was approximately 158 in June and 156 in July, 
1924. Foodstuffs rose by nearly 3 per cent., owing 
chiefly to a uniform rise in the prices of all the 
cereals and pulses included in the index. In 
“other food articles ’’ there was a rise of 4 per 
cent. in gul, 8 per cent. in salt, 15 per cent, in 
potatoes, and 17 per cent. in onions, the last two 
being seasonal. The clothing group registered a 
rise of nearly 1 per cent. during the month. 








SOUTH AFRICAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 

The Secretary to the High Commissioner in 
London for the Union of South Africa reports that 
the following quantities of citrus and dried fruits 
were shipped from Cape Town for the United 
Kingdom on 8th and 11th August :— 

Oranges, 13,348 boxes; naartjes, 1,545 boxes; 
pines, 1,115 boxes; grape fruit, 777 boxes; raisins, 
4,880 boxes; and sultanas, 250 boxes.

THE BERMUDA PAVILION. 


The Bermudas are the world’s most northerly 
group of coral islands. They are only seven 
hundred nautical miles from New York, and were 
settled in 1612 by British colonists. Although not 
over twenty square miles in area, and having less 
than 21,000 inhabitants, the Bermudas are very 


important. 
The Bermuda Pavilion is one of the coolest 
and most satisfying in the Exhibition. 


Simplicity of decoration and a great bank of 
pallid Madonna lilies are pleasant and refresh- 
ing after the whirl of Wembley outside. 
Hundreds of fish, vivid with colour, stare with 
glassy eyes, and one is told that, in the shallow 
waters round Bermuda itself, one may see the sea 
gardens and their brilliantly coloured inhabitants 
through glass-bottomed boats. Romantic caves, 
coral, bananas, strawberries, potatoes, vegetables, 
and onions are among the features of Bermuda 
that are impressed upon one in the Pavilion. 

Although Bermuda is a British Colony, it is the 
playground of 25,000 American tourists every year. 

The Bermuda Pavilion is small, and it has no 
manufactured goods to show. The Colony, however, 
is a staunch buyer of British-made products, and 
about £600,000 is spent every year in this direction. 
Bermuda hopes that her agricultural products will 
be ‘* discovered ’’ through her coming to Wembley, 
as her display of vegetables is an excellent one, and 
includes some very fine potatoes, carrots, onions, 
beets, lettuce, celery, and beans. 


COTTON GROWING AT WEMBLEY. 

Cotton plants in every stage of development may 
now be seen in the Sudan Court of the East African 
Pavilion at the British Empire Exhibition. 

Beautiful lemon-coloured flowers, the boll gradu- 
ally ripening, and the fully ripened boll after 
bursting, showing the actual cotton as it normally 
emerges when mature, can be inspected at one and 
the same time. While cotton plants have fre- 
quently been grown before in this country, it 1s 
seldom that anyone has sueceeded in producing the 
actual cotton, 

The cotton plant in the usual way grows to a 
height of about four feet, and the flowers appear two 
months after sowing, Another two months usually 
elapse before the boll ripens. Each plant normally 
has between 75 and 100 bolls, and the average 
vield is approximately 400 lb. of lint per acre.

VARIATION IN Exports. 


As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink, 
and tobacco, as compared with June, 1923, increased by 
Rs. 18 Jakhs to Rs. 7,73 lakhs, due to a rise in the exports 
ot food grains (+Rs. 1,05 lakhs), which was partly set off 
by a fall of Rs. 96 lakhs in tea. Raw materials and 
produce exported decreased by Rs. 1,71 lakhs to Rs. 13,48 
lakhs. Under this group oil seeds declined by Rs. 1,10 
lakhs, raw hides and skins by Rs. 49 lakhs, lac by Rs. 30 
lakhs, and raw jute by Rs. 15 lakhs, while raw cotton 
showed an advance of Rs. 15 lakhs, notwithstanding a 
setback of 10,000 tons in quantity. Of the total shipment 
of 45,000 tons of raw cotton, Japan took 15,900 tons, or 
3) per cent.; China and Italy, 9,000 tons, or 20 per cent., 
each; Belgium, 3,500 tons; France, 2,600 tons; and the 
United Kingdom, 1,800 tons. Exports of raw jute 
decreased in quantity from 21,200 tons to 18,700 tons and 
in value from Rs. 78 to Rs. 68 lakhs. Manufactured goods 
rose by Rs. 1,10 lakhs to Rs. 6,85 lakhs. The shipments of 
gunny bags in June, 1924, fell from 28 millions, valued 
at Rs. 1,30 lakhs, to 23 millions, valued at Rs. 1,21 lakhs. 
The yardage of gunny cloth exported advanced from 89 
millions, valued at Rs. 2,01 lakhs, to 141 millions, valued at 
Rs. 2,45 lakhs. Other noticeable increases were under 
cotton yarns and manufactures (+Rs. 18 lakhs), tanned 
skins (+Rs. 19 lakhs), and iron and steel (-- Rs. 14 lakhs). 


TRADE WITH FoREIGN COUNTRIES. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
61:3 per cent. in June, 1923, to 56°5 per cent. in the month 
under review, and in exports from 27:8 to 19:4 per cent. 
The shares of Germany, Japan, and the United States in 
June, 1924, were respectively 6, 7, and 9 per cent. under 
imports and 4, 17, and 9 per cent. under exports. 


MovEMENT OF SHIPPING. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to _ foreign 
countries and British Possessions during June amounted 
respectively to 517,000 and 683,000, as against 581,000 


and 752,000 in May, and = 533,000 and 692,000 
a year ago. The tonnage entered into and cleared 


from British India during the three months April-June 
was 1,701,000 and 2,118,000 respectively, compared with 
1,636,000 and 2,076,000 in the corresponding period last 
year.

CANADA. 


TRADE, EMPLOYMENT, AND 
IMMIGRATION, 
(’rom the Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
TORONTO. 
Business throughout Ontario is still quiet. Factories 
in general are working at reduced capacity, although the 





automobile and allied trades are fairly well employed. 
There is the usual midsummer stagnation, and manu- 


facturers are still hesitating about providing for probable 
autumn requirements. The undertone in the industrial 
field is more optimistic, but there is little or nothing in 
the orders received to warrant this feeling. Business men 
appear to be waiting for indisputable evidence of trade 
expansion before committing themselves unreservedly to a 
broader programme of production and distribution. 

Business in wholesale circles shows practically no change, 
although prospects appear to be good. Retail trade is 
experiencing the usual midsummer lassitude, and the 
ultimate arrival of hot weather has not served to help 
it to any extent. The influx of a large number of United 
States tourists has been noticed, but it has not been demon- 
strated that these visitors are buying heavily. Collections 
are fairly satisfactory, and show an improvement on recent 
months. 

WHOLESALE Price INDEx. 


The Index Number of Wholesale Prices compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, and weighted according to 
the commercial importance of the 236 commodities included 
rose 1:6 points in June to 152:2 from 150°6 in May. 


Cror CoNDITIONS AND PROSPECTS. 


Pessimistic reports which have been circulated regarding 
-the crops of Canada have caused a rapid rise in wheat 
prices, but there does not appear to be any great justifica- 
tion for these reports. So much depends on weather con- 
ditions from now until harvest that no close estimate can 
yet be made as to the probable quantity of wheat which 
will be gathered. Speculators have undoubtedly had a 
hand in bringing about the recent spectacular rise in price,

INDEX OF EMPLOYMENT. 


A continuation of the moderately upward movement that 
employment has shown in recent months was recorded at 
the beginning of July, although the improvement was less 
pronounced than in the preceding month, and also than 
in the corresponding month of last year. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics tabulated returns from 5,752 firms, 
who employed 785,507 workers on Ist July, as compared 
with 781,988 on Ist June. This fractional percentage 
increase caused the index number to rise from 95:2 on 
the laiter date to 95-9 for the month under review, as 
compared with 99-5, 91:1, and 87-5 on Ist July, 1923, 1922, 
and 1921 respectively. The gains indicated at the beginning 
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of July were very largely confined to seasonal - ex 
in construction, railway operation, sawmills, fish 
vegetable canneries.

Cities 
in Quebec recorded the largest actual gain—viz., 581.9% 
dols., or 15 per cent.—while the greatest proportiong 
increase—viz., 146,543 dols., or 231°6 per cent.—was ; 
Nova Seotia. Alberta registered the largest actual ang 
proportional decrease—1,383,715 dols., or 85:3 per cent, 

In comparison with the returns for June of last yey 
New Brunswick, Ontario, and Alberta showed declines jy 
the value of building authorised, while in the remainipe 
Provinces improvement was indicated. The 26 ¢jtia 
reporting in Ontario recorded a reduction of 2,599,280 dols 
or 382°2 per cent.; this was the most marked decreas 
actually and proportionally. British Columbia registere 
the largest increase, the value of the permits issued during 
the month under review exceeding that for June, 19% 
by 1,089,838 dols., or 174°7 per cent. 


IMMIGRATION: REPATRIATION OF CANADIANS. 


Figures given in a statement issued by the Department 
of Immigration show that total immigration to Canada in 
June was 14,421, an increase of 5 per cent. over June 
1923. In May it was 19,494, an increase of 10 per cent 
over May, 1923, and in April 19,330, an increase of 1(} 
per cent. over April, 1923. Of last month’s quota 8,18 
came from the United Kingdom, 1,795 from the United 
States, and 4,438 from other countries. The three months 
immigration represents an increase of 12,293 over the corre. 
sponding quarter of last vear. 

The total immigration figures for the quarter represent 
an increase of 26 per cent. from the United Kingdon, a 
decrease of 15 per cent. from the United States and a 
increase of 61 per cent. from ‘‘ other countries ”’ as com 
pared with the June quarter of 1923. 

Repatriation of Canadians returning from the United 
States continued during June, 1924, when 4,720 wer 
registered in. In the previous month 4,936 returned t 
take up residence in Canada, and in April 4,087, a total oi 
13,743 during the quarter, of whom 11,740 were Canadian 
born.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 

WELLINGTON. 

The total value of imports into the Dominion of Nev 
Zealand during the quarter ended 31st March last was 
£11,829,831, as compared with £10,802,337 for the corre 
sponding period of 1923. The classes that show the most 
notable increases are motor vehicles (over £414,000) ane 
electrical machinery and equipment (over £283,000). 





Imports of coal and timber each mark an expansion of ovel 
£100,000, and there were considerable increases in import 
of sugar, apparel, boots and shoes, iron and steel—holt 
bar, and rod—and general hardware, tramway and railway 
plant, tools, and many less important classes. The princip 
decreases were in tyres for motor vehicles (over £108,000), 
woollen piece-goods (£65,000), hosiery (£59,000), and cotta 
piece-goods (£55,000). Imports of wire goods, fencilf 
wire—barbed and plain—and wire netting also showed 
heavy decline. .

Exports from the Dominion during the quarter reached 
the high total of £20,670,508—a record for one quarter’s 
trade. The great increase over the corresponding quarter 
of last year was mainly due to wool, which provided over 
fat millions of the total, and showed an increase over 
March quarter last year of £4,360,000. The advance in 
the export value was chiefly due to higher prices, but it 
must not be overlooked that a larger part of the year’s 
dip has been shipped during the first quarter of the year 
than is usually the case. With a similar quantity remain- 
ing to be shipped, the other three-quarters of the year 


cannot be expected to show so large an increase over 
normal export values. 
Most of the other important export commodities were 


shipped in satisfactory volume and at good prices, the 


exceptions being butter, frozen beef, and timber. The 
export of butter declined slightly, owing to the dry 


summer, while frozen beef shows no sign of becoming an 
important export commodity.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA.

PRAGUE. 

Imports into Czechoslovakia during June amounted to 
88,919,415 kilogs. and 76,492 pieces, with a value of 
1,230,125,178 ke. (crowns), of which amount 481,202,791 
kilogs. and 76,492 pieces, to the value of 1,171,267,397 ke. 
were imported for free circulation and 7,716,624 kilogs. and 
‘0 pieces, valued at 58,857,781 ke. were imported in transit. 

The leading country of supply was Germany, from which 
goods valued at 433,208,529 ke., or 35°22 per cent. of the 
whole, were imported in June. Austria was second with 
OT 252,935 ke, worth. or 8:23 per cent., while the United 
States supplied 61,892,162 ke. worth, or 5°03 per cent., and 
British goods were valued at 49,268,130 ke., or 4 per cent. 
of total imports. 

Czechoslovak imports for the first six months of 1924

The active balance for the half-year amounts to only 568 
million ke., as compared with 1,540 millions for the first 
six months of last year. This decrease is largely caused 
by the very great increase in the imports of cotton, grain, 
and flour, 

Germany takes the chief place among the countries 
exporting to Czechoslovakia, the total value exported for 
the halfsyear amounting to 2,513 million ke., as compared 
with 1,674 million ke. in January-June, 1923. This figure 
almost equals a third of the total Czechoslovak imports. 
Italy takes second place, whereas America drops to fourth. 
The increase in imports from Italy, which have expanded 
three-fold as compared with the first six months of 1923, 
is no doubt largely due to the Commercial Treaty between 
Czechoslovakia and Italy. It may be pointed out that the 
17 million ke, active balance of Czecho-Italian trade for 
the first half-year of 1923 has been converted into a passive 
balance of 244 million ke. this year. 

In addition to the great increase in the imports of cotton, 
grain, and flour, a similar increase is to be noted in the 
imports of silk goods, wool and woollen goods, which have 
increased from 76 million to 234 million ke. and from 452 
million to 937 million ke. respectively. 

The import of minerals likewise shows an increase, the 
figure for this half-year being 137 million, as compared 
with 62 million ke. in January-June, 1923. 


EXPORTS IN JUNE AND THE HALF-YEAR. 


Exports in June amounted to 1,192,454,440 kilogs. and 
499,567 pieces, valued at 1,327,023,195 ke., of which 
1,182,316,120 kilogs and 455,542 pieces, valued = at 
1,211,011,886 ke., were exported for free circulation, and 
10,138,320 kilegs. and 44,025 pieces, to .a value of 
116,011,309 ke., were exported in transit for the purpose of 
repairing and working up.

The plywood industry, which is of comparatively recent 
origin, appears to be finding larger markets abroad, which 
is obvious from the fact that the exports of this com- 
modity during the first half of this year have been 41 per 
cent. larger than during the first six months of 1923. 
Exports of wood pulp and cellulose also show an encourag- 
ing increase. Of special interest is the fact that exports 
of matches have been 65 per cent. higher than during the 
same period last year, although competition with Swedish 
matches is very severe. In this connection it mav be 
mentioned that, next to the United Kingdom and the 
United States, the largest purchaser of Finnish matches is 
Sweden. The cheesemaking industry has also prospered, 
the exports having risen by 100 per cent. as compared 
with those in the first half of 1923. 





GERMANY. 
COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY IN JULY. 


(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
BERLIN. 

The following review of trade and industry in Germany 
is based on the Reports of the Prussian Chambers of 
Commerce. 

The unfavourable position of German commerce and 
industry which prevailed in July is attributed to the 
scarcity of capital combined with the serious lack of credit. 
Orders are no longer arriving in sufficient quantity, as 
all purchasing power has’ disappeared, and _ the 
home product cannot compete on foreign markets, owing 
to the heavy preliminary burdens to which it is subjected. 
Only a few undertakings are fully employed, and almost 
everywhere work has been restricted or factories closed 
down. In Occupied Territory undertakings are, in addi- 
tion, suffering from the burden of the M.I.C.U.M. tributes. 


CoaL MINING. 


The mining industry in the Ruhr district still suffered 
in July from the effects of the miners’ strike in May, 
and the average output remained below the level of April. 
In the period from Ist to 25th April the average daily 
output amounted to 328,665 tons of coal, as compared with 
an output of 317,564 tons for the whole of July. Restric- 
tions of work and the dropping of shifts (on individual 
days up to 50,000 men were unemployed) were the conse- 
quences of poor sales, particularly as stocks and dumps 


were full. The main reasons for this crisis in sales are 
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the M.I.C.U.M. burdens, the heavy working ex 
and the high railway freights. In German Upper sir 
the output per working day, which is estimated at Z 
36,000 tons, again approached the average output - * 
first months of this year.

The Pig Iron Association 
has lowered the price by about 5 marks per ton, in cens 
quence of the reduction of coal prices. On the sera 
market the downward trend of prices continued until t 
end of the month, but comparatively few purchases wer 
effected, as, owing to lack of money, the works couli 
cover only their most urgent requirements. Swedish ore

According to a report from Duisburg-Wesel, the positio 
of the iron trade has become worse, and, in view of thi 
scarcity of money and the uncertainty of the economic avi 
political situation, inland business in this district is almos 
completely at a standstill.

Prices at the German auctions for cattle hides, calf and 
sheep skins again rose up to 30 per cent. without any 
marked revival of business in leather being noticeable, in 
spite of the demand which exists. Business has improved 
only in the leather retail trade. A slight increase in 
prices was possible in the leather trade. In the boot and 
shoe industry the crisis owing to the difficulties in regard 
to sales and payment continued unabated. The prices 
obtained were below cost. On the boot and shoe market 
the summer sales at reduced prices led to a revival of busi- 
ness in the retail trade. 

FooDsTUFFs. 

Business in the cereal trade, which had been very dull, 
improved greatly on German goods being released for 
export, and considerable quantities were exported from 
Unoccupied Territory. Export from Occupied Territory is 
either absolutely prohibited or permitted only against 
payment of a 10 per cent, export duty. In general, prices 
have risen, particularly in the case of wheat, as a result 
of the advance on the American markets and of the 
unfavourable harvest prospects in Russia, Canada, Hun- 
gary, and the Balkan States. Rye, however, again lost, 
for the most part, what it had gained in value. New 
barley is already being bought in fairly large quantities. 
A rise in prices is recorded also in the case of bran and 
other feeding stuffs. Business has also improved in the 
milling industry. 

Owing to the holiday season, and the ample supply of 
butter, the position of the margarine industry has become 
worse. In spite of the fact that the prices for oils and 
fats have increased, those for margarine have remained 
unaltered, and even, in part, fallen, as firms underbid 
one another when sales were already smali owing to the 
hot weather. A number of factories had to close down. 

In the brewing industry sales remained satisfactory, 
and prices, as well as wages and salaries, were unchanged. 
The turnover in the preceding month will probably be 
exceeded. Employment in the oil industry again declined 
considerably in July, as, in view of the general shortage 
of money, the sales of oil, fats, and cakes were thoroughly 
unsatisfactory, and prices fell, in consequence of cheaper 
foreign offers. About the middle of the month, owing to 
the advancing quotations for cereals, a lively demand for 
oil cakes set in, which caused prices to rise slightly. 
Further dismissals of workers could not be avoided, and 
in the case of the largest oil factory in Hamburg the 
number of workers has decreased by 35 per cent. as com- 
pared with May. 

The upward tendency on the sugar market continued 
slowly in the first half of July. At the beginning of the . 
preserving season a considerable increase in the inland 
demand set. in, which led to important purchases by the 
trade, whose stocks were almost empty. The result was 
that the inland price of sugar exceeded the world’s market 
level. The raw sugar factories were able, with the help 
of foreign credits, to make preparations for financing 
purchases for the next season. Reports as to the condition 
of the beet crops are, in general, satisfactory.

Exports of silk goods also show a steady growth a 
compared with those for the first six months of last year 
but are not quite so satisfactory when compared with 
1913, with the exception of artificial silk, the figures for 
the three periods 1913, 1923, and 1924 being respectively 
206, 269. and 436 tons. Manufactured silk goods exports 
have increased from 826 to 1,075 tons. 

There is a marked increase in exports of glass bottles 
at 1,671 tons in January-June of this year, against 128 tom 
in the corresponding period of last year. 

Although the machine industry would appear to have 
had a favourable period, judging from the quantity o 
goods exported, the total of which is 6 per cent. greater 
than that for the first half of the last pre-war vear, 3 
number of Swiss firms have been obliged to execute the 
orders at a loss, low prices being essential in order t 
obtain foreign orders. Exports of locomotives have risel 
from 133 to 3,101 tons, those of dynamo-electric machines 
from 2,247 to 2,781 tons, and those of gas, petrol, ant 
benzine engines from 2,226 to 3,697 tons. As compared 
with the first half of 1923, exports of boilers, dynamos, 
and motors increased by 50 per cent. 

There is a considerable increase in exports of aluminium, 
both pure, in bars, at 5,713, against 3,251 tons, and as 
finished article, at 479, compared with 274 tons in Janualy- 
June, 1923. 

Although exports of watches have attained their pre 
war level, the quality of the goods is somewhat inferior, 
owing to the greater demand for the cheaper article. 

The chemical industry shows an increase in the majority 
of its exports, the most notable being: Aniline dyes, 2,308; 
against 1,999 tons; carburate of calcium, 4,866, agai

AUSTRIA—BELGIUM. 


COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


The Board of Trade has received through the Foreign 
Ofice copy of a Treaty of Commerce between Austria and 
the Belgo-Luxemburg Economic Union, which was signed 
at Vienna on 14th December last, and which is expected 
to be ratified shortly. The Treaty will come into force 
fifteen days after the exchange of ratifications. It is 
concluded for one year, and, if not denounced three 
months before the end of that time, will be tacitly 
renewed for an indefinite period, subject to denunciation 
at any time. 

The Treaty provides for national treatment in the 
case of subjects of either Contracting Party established or 
residing temporarily and carrying on business in the 
territory of the other in regard to their rights, interests, 
mimunities, favours, and exemptions, 

Civil, commercial, financial, and insurance companies 
established in accordance with the laws of the one country, 
and having their head office therein, may establish branches 
and agencies and carry on business in the other country. 


Internal taxes or dues levied on behalf of the State, 
municipalities, or public institutions which affect the 
production or preparation of goods or the consumption of 
an article in the territory of one of the Contracting 
Parties may not be levied on the goods or produce of the 
other party in a more disadvantageous manner than on 


native goods of the same kind or on those of the most

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LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS, 
FIGURES FOR THE YEAR 1925. 


The statistical summary of ships totally lost, broken up, 
condemned, etc., now published by Lloyd’s Register, shows 
that during 1923 the gross reduction in the effective 
mercantile marine of the world amounted to 968 ships, of 
1,716,779 tons, excluding all ships of less than 100 tons. 
Of this total, 709 ships, of 1,456,870 tons, were steamers 
and motor vessels, and 259, of 259,909 tons, were sailing 
vessels. These figures exceed those for 1922 by 828,967 
tons, steam and motor vessels 713,004 tons, and sail 115,963 
tons. This is not to any large extent due to actual 
casualties, the figures for which only show an increase of 
59,861 tons, but to the great number of ships which have 
been broken up, dismantled, etc.; the amount of tonnage 
so dealt with during 1923, viz., 1,140,207 tons, being three 
times the highest previous record reported in the Society’s 
Wreck Returns. 

The tonnage of ships owned in Great Britain and Ireland 
which were broken up, dismantled, etc., during 1923 
amounts to 201,311 tons. 

The Statistical Tables, which, it may be noted, have been 
prepared in such a manner as to facilitate comparison 
between the principal maritime countries of the world, 
exhibit interesting data as to the relative frequency of the 
different kinds of casualty which conclude the existence 
of ships. Strandings and kindred casualties which are com- 
prised under the term ‘‘ wrecked ’’ are the most prolific 
cause of disaster. To such casualties are attributable 54 
per cent. of the losses of steamers and motor vessels and 
50 per cent. of sailing ships. Cases of abandoned, 
foundered, and missing ships are, no doubt, frequently 
more or less similar in the circumstances of loss, and, if 
these be taken collectively, they comprehend 24-4 per cent. 
of steamers and motor vessels and 37°3 per cent. of the 
sailing ships removed from the mercantile marine during 
1923 owing to casualty. 

Of course, a large proportion of the tonnage annually 
removed from the merchant fleets of the world comes to 
what may be called a natural end, being broken up, dis- 
mantled, condemned, etc., for reasons not known to be 
consequent upon casualty or stress of weather. During 
1923 the ships so broken up, condemned, etc., amounted 
to no less than 66°07 per cent. of the tonnage of the 
steamers and motor vessels and 68:3 per cent. of the sailing 
ships included in the tables under review.

CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN AND VALUE. 
Regulations made by the Governor in Council on 11th 

July, 1924, bring into force in Antigua revised forms of 
invoice and certificate of origin and value to be used in 
connection with the importation of goods under the British 
Preferential Tariff of the Coiony. 

These forms are, apart from one or two slight verbal 
differences, the same as those recommended by the Imperial 
“conomic Conference for adoption by Colonies basing 
Customs duty on invoice price, the text of which was 
published at page 524 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
for 15th November last. 

The Regulations also state that the following short 
form of certificate will, in general, be accepted as satis- 
factory evidence of origin for admitting at the preferential 
rates of duty post parcels of small value arriving from 
Empire countries, where the contents are not merchandise

Quarantine Proclamation No. 126, dated 19th June, 
1924, prohibits the importation into Australia of broom

GOLD COAST. 
RESTRICTION ON THE IMPORTATION OF 
FIREARMS AND AMMUNITION, 

Regulation No. 15 of 1924, dated 23rd June, 1924, which 
has been issued under the Gold Coast Arms and Ammuni- 
tion Ordinance, 1921, amends the Regulations at present 
in force by adding the following new Regulation, 
Viz. :— 

‘¢ 7B.—No firearm or ammunition which is imported 
otherwise than by a passenger as part of his personal 
effects and along with him in the same ship shall be 
landed from the ship unless the necessary import licence 
or licences is or are first produced to the proper officer of 
Customs, and the import duty thereon (should any such 
be payable) has first been paid.’’ 





IRISH FREE STATE. 


REGULATION OF THE EXPORTATION OF 
EGGS. 

Adverting to the notice which was published in the 
‘¢ Journal’’ of 26th June last (page 775) regarding a 
Bill providing for the testing, grading, marking, etc., of 
egos exported from the Irish Free State, it should be 
noted that this Bill was passed into an Act, known as the 
Agricultural Produce (Kggs) Act, 1924, which is to come 
into force on such day, not later than Ist August, 1925, 
as the Minister for Lands and Agriculture shall appoint.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


IMPORTATION OF RAW HIDES AND SKINS: 
VETERINARY CERTIFICATES REQUIRED. 

The Board of Trade is in receipt through the Foreign 
Office of information from the Czechoslovak Legation in 
London to the effect that raw hides and skins imported 
into Czechoslovakia must be accompanied by a veterinary 
certificate, certifying that the hides and skins are not the 
product of diseased animals and were not stocked in 
infected areas. In cases where certificates are not obtain- 
able in the country of origin, certificates issued by the 
veterinary authorities in the country where the goods were 
stocked will be recognised. The certificates must be 
legalised at the Czechoslovak Consular Office.

FRANCE, 


MODIFICATION OF EXPORT DUTIES. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”? for 138th August contains 
a Presidential Decree, dated 8th August, which provides 
that preserves of edible snails are no longer to be subject 
to the export duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem. <A further 
Decree, dated 10th August, and published in the same issue 
of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel,’? exempts Roquefort cheese from 
payment of the duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem levied on 
the export of cheese from France. This exemption will 
only be granted on production of a certificate from the 
Departmental Inspector of Aveyron attesting that the 
cheese is entitled to be described as Roquefort, as it has 
been made exclusively from sheep’s milk. 





FRANCE AND ALGERIA, 
IMPORTATION OF FROZEN MEAT. 


In virtue of a Presidential Decree, dated 19th November, 
1920, the import into France and Algeria of meat preserved 
by a refrigerating process was subjected to licence, and 
provision was also made for the fixing of maximum prices 
of such meat, and for declarations of stocks by owners of 
refrigerating establishments. This Decree has’ now been 
abrogated by a Decree of 8th August, published in the 
*¢ Journal Officiel ’’ of 12th August, so that the importation 
of frozen meat is no longer subject to any special require- 
ments other than those laid down in the general sanitary 
regulations. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA (UPPER VOLTA) 


ADDITIONAL IMPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN 
CARPETS. 

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? (Paris) of 14th August contains 
a Presidential Decree, dated 10th August, which imposes 
a surtax, to be levied in addition to the Customs duties, 
on the importation into the Colony of Upper Volta (French 
West Africa) of carpets with knotted or twisted pile, woven 
exclusively from wool dyed with fast dyes (colorants de 
grand teint), including imitations, when they come from 
foreign (non-French) countries. This surtax is levied at 
the following rates :—

PROPOSED MODIFICATION OF INTERNAL 
TAXATION. 

H.M. Representative at Buenos Aires has forwarded 
copies of two Government Bills which have recently been 
introduced in the Argentine Legislature relative to 
internal taxation (consumption duties). Based upon the 
belief that such taxation should be unified, the first Bull 
provides that internal taxes which affect general con- 
sumption shall only be levied nationally, and not by 
individual Provinces. 

The second Bill specifies in detail the taxes to be imposed 
on alcohol, wine, cider, beer, medicinal specialities, toilet 
articles, mineral waters, playing cards, insurance, tpbacco, 
jewellery, sugar, naphtha, kerosene, fuel oil, and gas oil.

A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 
ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering all commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated and is 
sent te any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such information is not already in the 
possession of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and nature 
of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual 
methods of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency 
conditions ; Customs Regulations and Tariffs; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc.; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and 
Transport, etc. The Department also supplies lists of names 
of likely importers of British goods or of firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or Agents of British 
firms. 

CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 


The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as pos- 
sible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild and, 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. Officers of 
the Department, both from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the industrial 
centres of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with 


business men. 
FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formel a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey, E.C. 
Advertising plays a large part in export as in home trade, and

OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER SERVICE. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 
news, ‘The one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
race, while the other suffers a handicap which in very many 
eases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving 
information of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the ‘ Doard of Trade Journal ”’ 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the 
Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
fidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is l:kely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 

uped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to them. 
At the same time it is thought desirable to send the firms too 
much rather than too little so as to ensure that they get all the 
news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
annum, and, in return for this subscription, tke firms who 
have enrolled themselves not only get the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? every week, but they are assured of obtaining 
promptly, by means of the Special Register Service of confidential 
virculars, every report or item of news likely to concern them. 
Sometimes thcse reports contain “advance information which

subsequenily becomes generally known. Frequently they con 
tain information which it is desired to keep confidential, so thet 
British firms may reap full benefit from it. 

VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 


It is obviously impossible to meusure in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thus 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value i 
the transaction in question may be great or small, but theres 
ample evidence that long-lasting and profitable business cov 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transactis 
due to information received through this service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a Jarge number of cases could 
cited in which useful and valuable business has resulted frum 
action taken by British firms on information sent to then 
through the Specia! Register Service.

The proposed new Tariff aims at removing present anomalies and inconsistenex 
and at greater precision in the specification of dutiable goods ; it is also of a fiscal character, and will, it. is estimate) 
produce increased Customs revenue, the general duty on manufactured goods, etc., being increased from 5 Der cent | 
to 8 per cent. ad valorem (though higher duties than 8 per cent. ad valorem are proposed for certain classes of good) 
Unless articles are specified or can be included under one or other of the headings of the new Tariff they are to }, 
free of import duty. 

The general principles of the present Tariff are being maintained, the central idea being that duties are of 
leviable on articles of consumption and on expenditure not for the necessaries of life. In virtue of this principh ; 
only articles such as can be sold to the consumer direct and across the counter without further working up wil \f 
dutiable : thus many articles are dutiable only when “ packed ” or in “ tablet form” (these terms being definif 
respectively in Article 30 (8) and (9) of the Bill as only covering goods put up in quantities of up to 1,200 gramme{ 
and weighing up to 200 grammes per unit of sale; and, similarly, certain goods are only dutiable if they do yf 
exceed a specified weight (e.g., water and gas meters weighing up to 50 kilogs. ; electric meters up to 25 kilogs),

(d) Means of transport with which inhabitants of the 
Kingdom return to the country after a journey 
abroad or are brought in by foreigners who enter the 
Kingdom for the purpose of travelling therein. 


(ce) Articles required by travellers for their personal 
use during the journey. 
(f) Samples and patterns without commercial value. 


(g) Samples and patterns with commercial value im- 
ported by or on behalf of persons travelling on 
business and intended to be re-exported. 

For persons domiciled abroad the exemption will 
be limited to inhabitants of those States which 
accord similar reciprocal exemption to inhabitants 
of the Netherlands.

(m) Empty used sacks, casks, and other objects, as well as 
used coverings, specially made and arranged for the 
transport of goods, provided that it is proved by 
documents that these objects, in so far as they are 
made of glass, porcelain, earthenware, cement, or 
stone, have been used to transport goods out of the 
Netherlands out of free traffic. 

(n) New sacks and other unused packing objects 
intended for re-export after having been filled in 
the Netherlands. 

(0) Objects of natural history or ethnography, natural 
and anatomical preparations in spirits or other 
stuff, statues, casts, and all similar articles intended 
for educational institutions or for public museums 
er collections and intended to be kept there. 

(p) Objects which can be proved to be parts of duty-free 
conveyances (vessels) to be built or repaired in the 
Netherlands. 

(7) Parts of rolling stock for railways imported by 
foreign railway companies to take the place of 
rolling stock belonging to them which is in the 
Netherlands in international traffic. 

(r) Used parts of rolling stock and other used railway 
material imported by Dutch railway companies and 
being part of rolling stock belonging to them 
employed in international traffic or branch lines 
exploited by them abroad. 

(s) Railway material and other goods required for the 
service of branch lines in Dutch territory exploited 
by railway companics established abroad, including 









































































the buildings and the upkeep of the line. and of the 
buildings appertaining thereto. This. exemption 
shall only be accorded if the foreign railway com- 
pany itself or any foreign person is obliged in both

(t) Coffins containing bodies and. urns containing the 
ashes of cremated bodies, including objects for 
ornamenting the. coffins and urns imported at the 
same time. 

(wu) Antiquities, under which term is, understood objects 
or parts of objects which are proved by. or on behalf 
of the importer to be more than seventy years old. 
This exemption can only be accorded provided the 
objects are declared for import at the offices to be 
specified for the purpose. 


The articles mentioned in b, f, h, and o may also be 
exempted from Excise; the articles mentioned under b, 
j, k, 0, t, and w may also be exempted from the duty on 
gold and silver work. 


ARTICLE 20. 


The Finance Minister may in special cases exempt from 
duty, subject to prescribed. conditions, goods which are 
remaining only a short time in the country, 


ARTICLE 21. 


The Finance Minister is empowered to exempt from 

duty, subject to prescribed conditions: 

(a) remains and refuse of goods which, in the state in 
which they come into the import traffic, can no 
longer be regarded as the same as the goods from 
which they originate ; 

(6) goods which, on account of damage, spoiling, or 
wear and tear are no longer fit, and cannot be made 
fit, to be used for the purpose for which they would 
have been used in their whole, undamaged, or 
unspoilt state. . 


ARTICLE 22. 
The Finance Minister may 
(a) allow the refund of duty which has been overpaid 
or wrongly. paid on import owing to a. mistake or 
unintentional neglect ; 
(b) allow the refund of duty paid for imported goods 


which could not be delivered to the addressee and 
have been re-exported. 


ARTICLE 23. 


Unless otherwise specified in the Tariff and in diver- 
gence so far from the special Excise Laws, parts of a 
florin, kilogramme, or litre will be taken as a whole florin, 
kilogramme, or litre in calculating import duty and Excise. 

This rule in calculating the import duty and Excise shall 
not be applicable in the case of goods which pay according 
to weight or measure 


(a) if the amount on which the duty is to be assessed 
is less than one kilogramme or one litre;

Unless otherwise expressly laid down, the terms referred

1. The term ‘‘ Tariff’? means the Tariff referred to 
in Article 1, in which the amount and the basis of the 
import duty are shown. 

9. The terms ‘‘ No.’”’ and ‘‘ Tariff Nos.’’ mean not only 
the consecutively numbered headings in the Tariff, but 
also sub-divisions and divisions of those headings under 
which a duty is separately laid down for goods. 

3. The term ‘‘ duty ’’ means not only the import duty 
owed on goods as a result of this Law and the annexed 
Tariff, but also the Excise duty owed on goods and the 
additional percentages levied thereon. 

4, By ‘‘ weight ’’ of the goods for the purpose of 
deciding whether or not they are dutiable is meant the 
weight of the goods in the state in which they are 
imported, including the weight of the parts and sub- 
divisions belonging thereto and declared at the same 
time and sold for one inclusive price, in both cases 
without any packirig. 

5. By ‘‘ value’’ is meant the value of the goods in 
accordance with Article 120 of the General Law of 26th 
August, 1822, as amended, 


6. By ‘‘ precious metals’’ are meant gold, silver, 
platinum, and the so-called platinum metals. 
i. By “platinum” and ‘‘ platinum metals” are 


meant materials consisting thereof to the extent of at 
least 950 thousandths; by ‘‘ gold” and ‘‘ silvex ’’ are 
meant not only the metals themselves, but also alloys 
thereof containing such a quantity of gold and silver 
that they are considered to be gold and silver for the 
purposes of the provisions regarding assay and duty on 
gold and silver works. 

8. The term ‘‘ packed ’’ applies to a quantity of goods 
weighing 1,200 grammes or less, packed or put up in 
ampoules, boxes, tins, bottles, capsules, cases, tubes, 
envelopes, bags. wrappers, sacks, sheaths, bladders, cut, 
or other wrapping which entirely or almost entirely 
surrounds the goods, even if the wrapping consists only 
of paper, cloth, tinfoil, or other leaf metal, or is only 
used for the conveyance of the goods. 

9. The term “ tablet’? or ‘‘ tablet form” applies to 
goods (with the exception of crystals and of natural 
products, whether dried or not, carved or cut or worked 
in some other similar manner) imported in the form of 
tablets, pills, slices, bars, tubes, or balls, or in any 
other definite form, articles in the shape of animals or 
letters, imitations of objects, vermicelli in rolled up 
sticks or pipes, and such like articles, and which weigh 
200 grammes or less per unit (shape), or, if the units 
(shapes) are sub-divided, per sub-division. 

10. Goods obviously arranged to be fitted with handle, 
strap, carrying band, handle, eye, hook, ring, knob, or 
other appliance for carrying, holding, or lifting, or to 
fix or hang up, by means of a rope or screw or in some

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similar manner, fittings on import, unless it is expressly 
stated in the Tariff number concerned that the article 
must be fitted therewith on import. 


11. Articles in which alcohol, ether, wine, sugar, or 
salt are only used to prevent their going bad are 
regarded as ‘‘ compounded ’’ with such materials, as well 
as articles which are prepared or compounded with such 
materials. 


12. The term ‘‘ workboxes and sets ’’ includes: 


a. Cases, boxes, cases (for chairs), small chests, small 
boxes, small baskets, standards, racks, small 
cards, small shelves, small shields, bags, portfolios, 
and similar objects provided on importation with 
articles of different kinds not dutiable in the 
Tariff, with articles both dutiable and not dutiable 
in the Tariff, or with articles dutiable in the Tariff 
which, if separately imported would fall under 
different Nos., in all cases in so far as the articles 
obviously belong together and are to be sold 
together, even although they consist in part of 
tools, auxiliary materials, or similar articles which 
are delivered in with the purchase of the goods 
in erder that they may be used in the employment, 
cleaning, repair, or handling of the goods; 

b. In so far as they do not come under ‘‘a’’ and do 
not consist entirely of articles subject to the same 
duty which, if separately imported, would fall 
under the same Tariff number—articles belonging 
together and sold for one price which, either 
wholly or in part, are subject to duty, and of 
which the value of the composite parts is not 
separately notified in the declaration ; 

in both cases subject to what is determined in the notes 
to Nos. 6, 38, and 95 of the Tariff and in Articles 2 (second 
paragraph), 24, and 25. 

13. Mxplains the meaning of ‘‘ n.a.g.”’ and ‘“‘ v.a.s.”’ 
as used in the Tariff (tiese are rendered throughout the 
translation by ‘‘ not specially named” and ‘“‘ of all 
kinds ’’ respectively). 

14. By ‘‘ import ”’ is meant not only the bringing into 
free traffic direct from abroad, but also after previous 
warehousing in entrepot. 
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ARTICLE 31. 


As regards goods which contain salt, sugar, alcohol, or 
dutiable ether or other similar substances prepared or 
distilled from alcohol, it may be determined by general 
Government measures that the specific duty leviable on 
account of the presence of these substances shall not be 
collected, or only collected in part, if exemption from duty 
is accorded in the Netherlands for the substances for use 
in making the goods. 

These Government measures shall show at the same time 
the amount up to which the duty shall not be collected. 


ARTICLE deals with the powers 
collecting and clearing offices for import duties,

ARTICLE 33 proposes to make certain modifications in the 
General Customs Law of 26th August, 1822, as amended 
by the Law of 3lst December, 1920. These deal principally 
with Customs procedure in regard to the examination of 
the goods, the information to be given in declarations, 
penalties for wrongly describing goods, etc. 

ARTICLES 34, 35, and 36 propose to make a few modifica- 
tions in the Law of 1906 regulating the levy of ad 
valorem duties; in the Statistical Duty Law of 1921; and 
in the Excise Duty Laws. 

ARTICLES 37 to 40 deal with penalties for infringement. 


ARTICLE 41 proposes to repeal certain other laws (or 
parts of laws), including the Tariff Law of 1862. 


ARTICLE 42. 


The import duty levied in accordance with Article 1 
shall apply to all goods for which, on the coming into force 
of this Law, no import declaration for the remaining of 
the goods in the Netherlands has been made, unless it 
appears that they have already reached their destination 
in the Netherlands. 

For the application of the first paragraph declarations 
for goods not arrived at the date mentioned shall be 
considered as not made. 


ARTICLE 43 provides that the Law shall come into force 
at a date to be appointed.
